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BOND ISSUE DISCUSSED BY SCHOOL BOARD 
NO NEW ELEMENTARY BUILDING IN PLAN

Members of the Huron School 
District met on August 6 to discuss a 
new bond issue initiative. The work- 
shop started out with Jerry Stefano of 
Wolgast corporation detailing the 
improvements that need to be made to 
the Huron School buildings. 

Brown, Miller, Renton, and Huron 
High School all will require upgrades. 
Brown and the High School will 
require the most work, taking up 37- 
percent and 36-percent of the funds 


~ respectively. Twenty percent of the 


expense will cover Renton’s upgrades. 
And Miller Elementary, which needs 
only some minior upgrades will be 
only seven-psercent of the total expen- 
diture. 

Superintendent Thomas Hosler also 
handed out a pie chart categorizing the 
expenditures. The largest portion, 35- 
percent will go to infrastructure 
upgrades such as roofing, windows, 
and lighting. Growth of enrollment 
explains 23-percent of the costs. 

Stefano informed administration 
that Wolgast used two different enroll- 


ment companies who gave estimates 
on the District’s estimated future 
growth. The two companies came 
iwthin 50 children of each other, mean- 
ing that the estimates are most likely 
accurate. 

Another 17-percent of the proposed 
plan will go to technology, which will 
include a classroom phone system. at 
Miller, for safety purposes, a state of 
the art technology and media center in 
the High School, and a computer lab at 
Renton. The total cost for technology 
will be 1.5 million. 


Health and safety upgrades will 
require 13-percent of the funds. This 
includes lockers at Miller Elementary, 
which will serve as lice control. The 
remaining 12-percent goes to general 
improvements and growth of pro- 
grams. 

The District opted this time to elim- 
inate the development of a new ele- 
mentary building and instead make the 
necessary updates and additions to 
Miller and Brown. Therefore the bond 
proposal has decreased from 
$25,700,000 on the last bond issue,

The August 9 Huron Township 
Board meeting might have broken the 
record for the Township’s lengthiest 
Board meeting with four hours of 
Board discussion and public participa- 
tion. 

Amotion by ‘Trustee Dawnette 
Bowers to enter into a three-year con- 
tract with Michigan Municipal Risk 
Management Authority, the 


- Township’s property insurance carrier, 


was passed. The contract guarantees 
that insurance rates will not increase 
more than three-percent each year. 
Then Supervisor David Glaab raised 
dicussion on the possibility of requir- 
ing open property. The Supervisor said, 
“This particular tool would entail ... 
asking the people of Huron Township 
if they would be willing to support a 
nmileage that would genrate funds for

the Township to purchase certain 
blocks of property, so that they could 
not be developed.” 

The Supervisor explained that other 
communities have been successful in 
curbing development and keeping 
open space by utilizing such a tech- 
nique. 

Treasurer Jarrod Barron responded 
by saying that he would be willing to 
look into the matter from an informa- 
tional standpoint. However, Barron’ 


pointed out that he did not favor pursu- 
ing a millage for the proposed idea 
because of “Township facility needs at 
this point that take precedence.” 
Barron continued, “My primary con- 
cern here is asking people to raise their 
taxes, which are already pretty high ... 
for something we want, versus pursu- 
ing a mileage for something that we 
desperately need, which is Township 
facilities, such as police station, senior 
center, and récreation center. I’m not 


against this idea, but ultimately, I think 
we need to prioritize.” 

Later, during public time, the 
Supervisor asked resident Gary Bates 
if he would serve on a committee to 
investage the value of buying parcels 
of land for non-development. Bates 
agreed to the request saying, “By the 
time the Township gets its act together, 
it’s gonna be too late.”

BUICK OPEN 


KIDS GOLF CLINIC A “HIT”

With TIger Woods playing at 
this year’s Buick Open, the 
event has been the talk of 
Southeast Michigan for adults 
and kids alike. On Tuesday, 












August 8, the big question 
was, “Will Tiger Woods show 
up today?” However, the Buick 
Open did a great job keeping 
kids entertained even without 
the star attraction present. 

At 1 p.m., the Kids Golf 
Clinic kicked off as the emcee 
introduced Steve Elkington to 
the crowd of approximately 
1,000 kids and their parents. 
Elkington, an « Australian 
native and 1995 PGA winner, 
started out, “I’m trying to fig- 
ure out. who’s bigger, Santa 
Claus or Tiger Woods. 
Probably Tiger Woods.” And 
the kids didn’t seem to dis- 
agree with his response. 

Elkington proceeded to 
introduce the winners of the 
Flint Junior Golf Association, 
handing them their trophies, 
and recognized Grand Blanc 
High School’s girl’s golf team 
for winning the state champi- 
onship for Michigan. 

Then Elkington, in his 
Australian accent, proceeded 
to give the kids golf pointers, 
showing them how to swing a 
club. He explained to the kids, 
“The great thing about golf is, 
I’m a better player than gypsy 
[Elkington’s caddy], but I can 
still play with him, with his 
handicap.” 

As pro-golfer Justin 
Leonard crossed the fairway, 
there was plenty of laughter as 
Elkington attempted to hit sev- 


eral balls into the Leonard’s — 


cap. 

Then Cheryl Ladd, of 
Charlie’s Angels, was intro- 
duced to the crowd. Ladd, who 
is Buick’s golf ambassador, 
has helped with the instruction 
of the union golfers for the last 
two years. She revealed the 
importance of taking profes- 
sional golf lessons by explain- 


ing, “When I started playing 
golf in 1984, I made a mistake. 
I went out and just started 
playing.” Ladd said that later 
when she decided to take 
lessons, she had to unlearn all 
the mistakes that she was mak- 
ing and relearn the proper 
techniques.

There was also some dis- 
cussion of when the vote 
should take place. Although it 
has not been confirmed, 
February seemed to be the 
consensus of those in atten- 
dance. If the bond does pass, 
construction will not begin 
until 2002. 

Treasurer Carol Miles 
explained that currently the 
District’s debt mills are at 
2.87. According to a tentative 
bonding timetable, submitted 
by Erickson  & Associates 
Limited, if there is no bond 
initiative the mils will remain 
between 2.45 and 3.25 for the 
next 19 years. With the pro- 
posed bond, although the mils 
will start at 6.52, the average 
over the 30-year life of the 
bond would be only 2.64. 

Some of the other improve- 


ments that will be made 
throughout the District include 
parking expansion for both the 


High School and Miller, new 
exterior doors on all the build- 


ings, and electrical and 
mechanical upgrades in most 
of the buildings. 


Miller is also in need of 
modest playground equip- 
ment, acoustical upgrades and 
space for an art room. Brown 
will require a new, pitched 
roof, a music and art room, an 
addition for multipurpose din- 
ing space, and 10 new class- 
rooms. 

Renton is in need of a new 
storage addition and modest 
carpeting for the library, 
office, and teacher’s work- 
room.

Township _ budget. Trustee 
John McKinney started out by 
expressing his concern with 
the budget process. McKinney 
questioned Karen Carney, 
Financial Administrative 
Assistant, about the increase in 
salaries and hospitalization in 
the Supervisor’s office. 

Carney explained that insur- 
ance rates aren’t known until 
after the hearing takes place. 
She also said that the 
Supervisor, Treasurer, and 
Clerk all get a percentage of 
the Judge’s increase. 

McKinney argued, howev- 
er, saying that form of increase 
had been previously rescinded 
by the Board. The Supervisor 
disagreed with McKinney say- 
ing that was not exactly what 
happened. 

McKinney questioned a 
number of other budget items 
as well. He expressed concern 
that after the budget had been 
approved, there have been a 
number of increases in expen- 
ditures. He remarked, “I think 
a budget should be more than 
just a bunch of wild guesses.” 

However, Barron explained 


i 


that sometimes the Board 
approves things without deter- 
mining how it will affect the 
budget. For various reasons, 
the Board chooses not to table 
such requests. “I think the 
larger issue here isn’t neces- 
sarily the budget itself, but 
rather our practices as a Board 
when we are approving or 
denying expenditures...,” 
explained Barron. 

The motion to approve the 
budget amendments was final- 
ly approved with McKinney 
opposing the decision. 

In other business: 

¢ Lieutenant John Meyers 
was appointed Interim Chief 
of Police, retaining his normal 
salary.
